| Nage of life, when objects alarm, or 
frighten more by their novelty, than 
any thing elſe : but then this is a fear too 
often cured at the expence of innocence, 
when Miſs, by degrees, begins no longer 
to look on man as a creature of pry that 
will eat her. 

My poor mother had divided her time 
foentirely between her ſcholars, and her 
little domeſtic cares, that ſhe had ſpared 


very little of it to my inſtruction, having, 


from her own innocence from all ill, no 
hint, or thought of guarding me againſt

J was now entering on my fifteenth 


year, when the worſt of ills befell me 
in the loſs of my tender fond parents, 
| who were both carried off by the ſmall- 
pox, within a few days of each other;

was now left an unhappy friendleſs Or- 


phan : (for my father's coming to ſet- 


tile there, was accidental, he being ori- 
7 ginally a Kenti/h-man.)

I was preſently out of danger, and, what 


I then did not know the value of, was 


entirely unmark*d, I ſkip over here, an 


account of the natural grief and affliction, 


which I felt on this melancholy occaſion. 


A little time, and the giddineſs of that 


age, diſſipated too ſoon my reflections on 
that irreparable Joſs ; but nothing con- 


| tributed more to reconcile me to it, than 
the notions that were immediately put 


into my head, of going to London, and

looking out for a ſervice, in which I wag 
promiſed all aſſiſtance and advice, from 
one Eſther Davis, a young woman that 
had been down to ſee her friends, and 
who, after the ſtay of a few days, was to 


return to her place. 


As J had now nobody left alive in the 
village, who had concern enough about 
what ſhould become of me, to ſtart any 
objections to this ſcheme, and the woman 
who took care of me after my parents 
death rather encouraged me to purſue it, 
I ſoon came to a reſolution of making 
this launch into the wide world, by repair- 
ing to London, in order to ſeeł my fortune, 
a phraſe, which, by the bye, has ruined 
more adventurers of both ſexes, from the 


country, than ever it made, or advanced. 


Nor did Eher Davis a little comfort 
and inſpirit me to venture with her, by 
piquing my childiſh curioſity with the 
fine ſights that were to be ſeen in Lon- 
don; the Tombs, the Lions, the King, 


the Royal Family, the fine Plays and 


Operies, and in ſhort all the diverſions 
which

come at; the detail of all which perfectly 
turn'd the little head of me. 

Nor can I remember, without laugh- 
ing, the innocent admiration, not without 
a ſpice of envy, with which we poor 
girls, whoſe church-going cloaths did 
not riſe above dowlaſs ſhifts, and ſtuff 
gowns, beheld Efther's ſcower'd ſattin- 
gown, caps border'd with an inch of 
lace; taudry ribbons, and ſhoes belaced 
with ſilver! all which we imagined grew 
in London, and entered for a great deal 
into my determination of trying to come 
in for my ſhare of them. 

T he idea however of having the com- 
pany of a townſwoman with her, was the

Journey to town, where ſhe told me, after 


her manner and ſtyle; “ as how ſeveral

« bad married them, and kept them

& why not I as well as another,” with 
other almanacs to this purpoſe, which 
ſet me a tiptoe to begin this promiſing 
journey, and to leave a place, which 
chough my native one, contained no re- 
Jations that I had reaſon to regret, and 
was grown inſupportable to me, from 
the change of the tendereſt uſage into 
a cold air of charity, with which I was 
entertain'd, even at the only friends 
houſe, that I had the leaſt expectations of 
care and protection from: She was how. 
ever ſo juſt to me, as to manage the turn- 
ing into money the little matters that re- 
mained to me after the debts, and burial- 
charges were accounted for, and at my 
departure put my whole fortune into my 
hands, which conſiſted of a very ſlender # 


wardrobe, pack'd up in a very portable 


box, and eight guineas, with ſeventeen 4 
ſhillings in ſilver, ſtowed in a ſpring- 
pouch, 
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pouch, which was a greater treaſure than 


ever I had yet ſeen together, and which 


I could not conceive there was a poſſibi- 
X lity of running out: and indeed I was 


ſo entirely taken up with the joy of 
ſeeing myſelf miſtreſs of ſuch an immenſe

of good advice nien was given 


me with it. 


Places then being taken for Eſber and 


me, in the Cheſter-Waggon, I paſs over 
a very immaterial] ſcene of leave-taking, 


at which I dropt a few tears betwixt grief 
; and for the ſame reaſons of in- 
fignificance, ſkip over all that happened 
to me on the road, ſuch as the Wag- 
goner's looking liquoriſh on me, the 
ſchemes laid for me by ſome of the paſ- 
ſengers, which were defeated by the 
vigilance of my guardian E, her, who, 
to do her juſtice, took a motherly care of 
me, at the ſame time that ſhe taxed me 
for her protection, by making me bear 
all travelling charges, which I defray'd 
with the utmoſt chearfulneſs, and thought

myſelf much obliged to her into the bar- 
gain. She took indeed great care that 
we were not over-rated, or impoſed on, 


as well as of managing as frugally as poſ- 
ſible : expenſiveneſs was not her vice. 

[t was pretty late in a ſummer eve- 
ning when we reached the town, in our 
flow conveyance, though drawn by fix at 
length. As we paſſed thro the greateſt 
ſtreets that led to our inn, the noiſe of the 
coaches, the hurry, the crowds of foot 
paſſengers, in ſhort, the new ſcenery of 
the ſhops and houſes at once pleaſed and 
amazed me, 

But gueſs at my mortification and ſur- 
prize when we came to the inn, and our 
things were landed, and deliver'd to us, 
when my fellow traveller and protec- 
treſs, Eſtber Davis, who had uſed me

heard of any thing ſtirring, ſhe would

ee that in the mean time I ſhould take a 
« private lodging, and acquaiat her where 
„ to fend to me, that ſhe wiſh'd me 
„ good luck, — and hop'd I ſhould 
« always have the grace to keep myſelt 
% honeſt, and not bring a diſgrace on 
« my parentage :'* with this ſhe took 
her leave of me, and left me, as it were, 
on my own hands, full as lightly as I had 
been put into hers. | 

Left thus alone, abſolutely diſtitute 
and friendleſs, I began then to feel 
moſt bitterly the ſeverity of this ſepara- 


tion, the ſcene of which had paſt in a 


little room in, the inn: and no ſooner was 
her back turned, but the affliction I felt 
at my helplets ſtrange circumſtances, 
burſt out into a flood of tears, which in- 

finitely 
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finitely relieved the oppreſſion of my heart; 
though I ſtill remained ſtupified, and

One of the drawers coming in, added 
yet more to my uncertainty, by aſking 
me, in a ſhort way, if I called for any 
thing ? to which I replied, innocently, 
No; but I wiſhed him to tell me where 
I might get a lodging for that night:

*Tis incredible what trifling conſolations 
the human mind will ſeize in its greateſt 
afflitions. The aſſurance of nothing more 
than a bed to lie on that night, calm- 
ed my agonies; and being aſham'd to 


acquaint the miſtreſs of the inn that I 


had 
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had no friends to apply to in town, I 
propoſed to myſelf to proceed, the very 
next morning, to an intelligence-office, to 
which I was furniſh'd with written di- 
rections, on the back of a ballad of Eſt- 
ber *s giving me. There I counted on 


getting information of any place that | 


ſuch a country-girl as I might be fit 
for, and where I could get into any ſort 
of being, before my little ſtock ſhould be 
conſumed: and as to a character, Ether 
had often repeated to me, that I might 
depend on her managing me one; nor, 
however affected I was at her leaving me 
thus, did I entirely ceaſe to rely on her, 
as I began to think, good-naturedly, that 
her procedure was all in courſe, and that 
it was only my ignorance of life that had 
made me take it in the light I at firſt 
did.

Upon this, ſhe acquainted me, that

into place ſo ſoon : but, as I afterwards 
came to know, theſe Beldams underſtood 
one another very well, and this was 
a market where Mrs, Brown (my miſ- 
treſs, frequently attended. on the watch 
for any freſh goods that might offer there, 


for the uſe of her cuſtomers, and her 
own profit. 


Madam was, however, ſo well pleaſed 


with her bargain, that, fearing, I pre-

21 
fingers, ſhe would officiouſly take me in 
a coach to my inn, where calling herſelf 
for my box, it was, I being preſent, de- 
livered without the leaſt ſcruple, or ex- 
planation as to where I was going.

it; but ſhe readily ſaw what a pene- 
tration ſhe had to dea] with, and mea- 
ſured me very rightly in her manner of 
whiſtling to me, ſo as to make me pleaſed 
with my cage, and blind to its wires, 

In the midſt of theſe falſe explanations 
of the nature of my future ſervice, we 
were rung for down again, and J was re- 
introduced into the ſame parlour, where 
there was a table laid with three covers;

would have advanc'd the time with it! 
Had thoſe of the houſe made the leaſt 
obſervations on me, they muſt have re- 
mark*d ſomething extraordinary from the 
diſcompoſure I could not help betraying :

in town, on my diſlike of their ways and 
proceeding towards me, and that this ap- 
plication came from thence, For, as 
Charles had rightly judg'd, not one neiph- 
bour had, at that ſtill hour, ſeen the cir- 
cumſtance of my elcape into the coach, 
or at leaſt notic'd him; neither had any 
in the houſe the leaſt hint or clue of ſuſpi- 
cion of my having ſpoke to him, much

We ſupp'd with all the gayety of two 
young giddy creatures at the top of their 
deſires; and as I had moſt joyfully given 
up to Charles the whole charge of my tu- 
ture happineſs, I thought of nothing be- 
yond the exquiſite pleaſure of poſleſfing 
him.

| landlord however had no reaſon to com. 
plain of any thing, but of a procedure 
in Charles too liberal not to make him te- 
gret his loſs of us. 

Arriv'd at our new lodgings, I remem. 
ber I thought them extremely fine, though 
ordinary enough even at that price; but 
had it been a dungeon that Charles had 
brought me to, his preſence would have 
made it a little Verſailles, 

The landlady, Mrs. Jones, waited on 
us to our apartment, and with great vo. 
lubility of tongue explain'd to us all its 
conveniences, << that her own maid ſhould 
©« wait on us, - that the beſt of qua- 
< lity had lodg'd at her houſe, — that 
„her firſt floor was let to a foreign ſe- 
« cretary of an embaſly, and his lady, — 

« that I look'd like a very good-natur'd 
4% lady — .” At the word lady,

I bluſh'd out of flatter'd vanity : this 
was too ſtrong for a girl of my condi- 
tion ; for though Charles had had the 

precau- 


mention'd. 
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precaution of dreſſing me in a leſs taudry 
flaunting ſtile than were the cloaths I e- 
ſcap'd to him in, and of paſſing me for 
his wiſe that he had ſecretly married, and 
kept private, (the old ſtory) on account 
of his friends. I dare ſwear this appear'd 
extremely apocryphal to a woman who 
knew the town ſo well as ſhe did; but 
that was the leaſt of her concern; It was 
impoſſible to be leſs ſcruple-ridden than 
ſhe was: and the advantage of letting her 
rooms being her ſole object, the truth it- 
ſelf would have far from ſcandaliz'd her, 
or broke her bargain. 

A ſketch of her picture and perſonal 
biſtory will diſpoſe you to account for 
the partſhe is to act in my concerns. 

She was about forty ſix years old, tall, 


meager, red-hair'd, with one of thoſe 


trivial ordinary faces you meet with every 
where, and go about unheeded and un- 
In her youth ſhe had been 
kept by a gentleman, who dying, left her 
forty pounds a year during her life, in con- 
lderation of a daughter he had by her;

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which daughter, at the age of ſeventeen, 
ſhe ſold, for not a very conſiderable ſum 
neither, to a gentleman, who was going 
an Envoy abroad, and took his purchaſe 
with him, where he us'd her with the 
utmoſt tenderneſs, and it is thought was 
ſecretly married to her : but had conſtantly 
made a point of her not keeping up the Jeaſt 
correſpondence with a mother baſe enough 
to make a market of her own fleſh and 
blood. However, as ſhe had no nature, 
nor indeed any paſſion but that of money, 
this gave her no further uneaſineſs, than, 
as ſhe thereby loſt a handle of ſqueezing 
preſents, or other after-advantages out of 
the bargain. Indifferent then by nature 
or conſtitution to every other pleaſure but 
| that of encreaſing the lump, by any means 
whatever, ſhe commenc'd a kind of pri- 
vate procureſs, for which ſhe was not 
amiſs fitted by her grave decent appear- 
ance, and ſometimes did a job in the 
match-maKking way; in ſhort there was 
nothing that appear'd to her under the 
| ſhape of gain, that ſhe would not have 
| under- 
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undertaken, She knew moſt of the ways 
of the town, having not only herſelf been 
upon, but kept up conſtant intelligences 


in it, dealing, belides her practice in pro- 


moting a harmony between the two ſexes, 
in private pawn- broking, and other pro- 
ftable ſecrets, ſhe rented the houſe ſhe 
lived in, and made the moſt of it by let- 
ting it out in lodgings ; and though ſhe 
was worth, at leaft, near three or four 
thouſand pounds, ſhe would not allow 
herſelf even the neceſſaries of life, and 
pinn'd her ſubſiſtence entirely on what ſhe 

could ſqueeze out of her lodgers, | 
When ſhe ſaw ſuch a young pair 
come under her roof, her immediate noti- 
ons doubtleſs were how ſhe ſhould make 
the moſt money of us, by every means 
that money might be made, and which 
ſhe rightly judg'd our ſituation and inex- 
perience would ſoon beget her occaſions of. 
In this hopeful ſanctuary, and under the 
clutches of this harpy, did we pitch our re- 
lidence. It will not be mighty material to 
you, or very pleaſant to me, to enter into 2 
= detail 
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derail of all the petty cut-throat ways and 


means with which ſhe us'd to fleece us; 
all which Charles indolently choſe to beat 


with, rather than take the trouble of remo. 
ving, the difference of the expence being 


ſcarce attended to by a young gentleman 


who had no ideas of ſtint, or even ceco- 


nomy, and a raw country girl who kney 
nothing of the matter. 


Here, however, under the wings of my 
ſovereignly belov'd, did I flow the mot 


delicious hours of my life; my Charts 
1 had, and in him every thing my fond 


heart could wiſh or deſire. He carried 


me to Plays, Operas, Maſquerades, and 


every diverſion of the Town, all which 
pleas'd me indeed, but pleas'd me inf- 
nitely the more for his being with me, and 


explaining every thing to me, and enjoy- 
ing perhaps the natural impreſſions of ſur- 


prize and admiration, which ſuch ſights, 
at the firſt never fail to excite in a Count!) 
Gir] new to the delights of them : but to 
me they ſenſibly prov'd the power and 


full dominion of the ſole paſſion of my 


heart

ly 
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heart over me, a paſſion in which ſou} 
and body were concenter'd, and left me no 
room for any other reliſh of life but love. 

As to the men I ſaw at thoſe places, 
or at any other, they ſuffer'd ſo much in 
the compariſon my eyes made of them 
with my all: perfect Adonis, that I had not 
the infidelity even of one wandering 
thought to reproach myſelf with upon his 
account, He was the univerſe to me, and 
all that was not him, was nothing to me. 

My love, in fine, was ſo exceſſive, that 
it arriv'd at annihilating every ſuggeſtion 
or kindling ſpark of jealouſy, for one 
idea only tending that way gave me ſuch 
exquiſite torment, that my ſelf-love, and 
dread of worſe than death, made me for 
ever renounce and defy it: nor had J in- 
deed occaſion, for were I to enter here on 
2 recital of ſeveral inſtances wherein 
Charles ſacrific' d to me women of greater 
importance than I dare hint, (which con- 
ſidering his form was no ſuch wonder), 
| might indeed give you full proof of his 
unſhaken conſtancy to me, but would not 

you 
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you accuſe me of warming up again a 
feaſt, that my vanity ought long ago to 
have been ſatisfy'd with? 

In our ceſſations from active pleaſure, 
Charles fram'd himſelf one, in inſtructing 
me, as far as his own lights reach'd; in 
a great many points of life, that I was, in 
conſequence of my no- education, perfect 
ignorant of: nor did J ſuffer one word to 
fall in vain from the mouth of my lovely 
teacher: I hung on every ſyllable he 
utter'd, and receiv'd as oracles all he aid: 
whilſt kiſſes were all the interruption, | 
could not refufe myſelf the pleaſure of ad- 
mitting, from lips that breath*d more than 
Arabian ſweetneſs. | 

1 was in a little time enabl'd, by the 
progreſs I had made, to prove the deep 
regard I had paid to all that he had 
ſaid to me; repeating it to him almoſt 
word for word; and to ſhow that I was 
not entirely the parrot, but that I reflected 
upon, that I enter'd into it, I join'd my 
own comments. and aſk'd him queſtions 
of explanation,

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My country accent, and the ruſticity of 
my gait, manners, and deportment, began 
now ſenſibly to wear off, ſo quick was my 
obler vation, and fo efficacious my deſire 
of growing every = worthier of his 
heart. 

As to money, though he brought me 
conſtantly all he receiv'd, it was with dif- 
ficulty he even got me to give it room in 
my bureau, and what cloaths I had, he 
could prevail on me to accept on, on no 
other foot, than that of pleaſing him by the 
greater neatneſs in my dreſs, beyond which 
| had no ambition; I could have made a 
pleaſure of the greateſt toil, and workꝰd my 
fingers to the bone, with joy, to have ſup-

who had far from comforted me under my 
anxieties, ſhe came up and I had ſcarce 
breath and ſpirit enough to find words to 
beg of her if ſhe would fave my life, to 
fall upon ſome means of finding out in- 
ſtantly what was become of its only prop, 
and comfort: She pity'd me in a way that 
rather ſharpen'd my affliction than ſuſpend- 
ed it, and went out upon this commiſſion,

At ſupper, after a great many argu-

often enter'd, was ſtill far from wide

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By my direction, however, the head

ſure, the landlord of them was familiariz'd

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The ffry guineas promis'd me by Mr. 
H-——, at his parting with me, having 
been duly paid me, all my cloaths and 
- moveables cheſted up, which were at leaſt 
of two hundred pounds value, I had them 


convey*d into the coach, where I ſoon 


follow'd them, after taking a civil leave 
of the landlord and his family, with 
whom I had never liv'd in a degree of fa- 
miliarity enough to regret the removal;

ing a removal, drew tears from me. I left 
too a letter of thanks for Mr. , 


from whom I concluded myſelf, as I real- 


ly was, irretrievably ſeparated. 
My maid I had diſcharged the day be-

H——, but that I ſuſpected her of hav- 
ing ſome how or other been the occaſion
